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Editorial 

During the past week the Dance 
situation has developed with great 
rapidity. On Monday, Arts decided 
to hold an Arts* Dance. On Wednes- 
day, the Juniors met, decided to hold 
a Dance on Nov. 20, and elected a 
Committee which has already begun 
preparations. On Friday, the Sopho- 
mores held a meeting, and in the face 
of considerable opposition, a motion 
to hold a Dance was passed. The 
Juniors have given the Alma Mater 
Society no chance to make any recom- 



mendations to the authorities, but 
tneir decision to hold a Dance before 
Christmas affords a very simple and 
satisfactory solution to the whole 
problem. The authorities have object- 
ed to more than two Dances being 
given during the winter term, on the 
ground that they seriously interfere 
with the work of the session, and 
their objection is doubtless well 
founded. But with the Junior Dance 
before Christmas, two dates for 
Dances are still open, and the natural 
outcome should be that the old Arts' 
and Science Dances be continued as 
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formerly — an arrangement which the 
authorities might sanction with all 
consistency, by which the Juniors 
have their Dance, Arts and Science 
entertain their representatives and 
everybody is satisfied. We under- 
stand the Alma Mater is to hold a 
special meeting on Thursday and we 
hope that they will see fit to recom- 
mend this arrangement to the author- 
ities. 



This week's Outlook contains the 
first bit of unsolicited matter which 
we have yet received, and we wish to 
thank the anonymous contributor for 
the example set the other students. 
One of the hardest things the Editor- 
ial Board has to combat is the ten- 
dency of the Outlook to become a 
mere record of College happenings 
and society meetings from week to 
week. It is true that these must find 
a place in its pages, but they can be 
interesting at most only to that sec- 
tion of the students more directly 
concerned. We want to make the 
Outlook equally interesting to every 
student, and we repeat our invitation 
for every student to contribute to its 
pages. No considerations of modesty 
should deter any one from sending us 
any original matter, either in prose 
or verse; send in any material that 
may be suitable, and let the Board 
decide on its merits. Further, it is 
by this means and by this means 
alone that we can form any idea 
whatever of the merits of those who 
may wish to get on the Outlook 
Board next year.

THE EXTENSION OF THE 
SESSION. 

In an article in the last number of 
the McGitt Magazine, Dr. Peterson gives 
a summary of the arguments ad- 
vanced in debate upon the question of 
extending the College Session. This is 
a subject in which we should all be 
more or less interested, yet there may 
be many aspects of it which might never 
occur to us— were they not brought to 
our notice. 

A chart is given showing the length. 
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of the RfssioQ in twenty-one universities 
on this continent, and seven on the other 
side, which shows McGill at the foot 
along with Queen's— having only 135 
lecture days, including Saturdays, as 
compared with Queen's, 137; Dalhousie, 
145; Toronto, 150; Cornell, 185; Penn- 
sylvania, 200; Harvard and Chicago, 
205. 

The various arguments are consider- 
ed under three heads:— 

(1) The interest of the Students. 

(2) The general policy in the Admin- 
istration of the University. 

(3) The interest of the Professors 
and teaching staff. 

A general consensus of opinion is 
shown that, especially in Arts, an ex- 
tension of the period of teaching would 
be eminently desirable, if it could be 
made practicable. It is believed that 
without any great increase in actual 
teaching more thoroughness and greater 
efficiency could ,be secured for the large 
majority of students, if the present 
courses could be redistributed so as to 
allow more opportunity for individual 
study throughout the session. A short- 
er vacation would still afford time for 
rest and recreation and would involve 
less loss of time and loss of ground. 
In the case of students of the First and 
Second Years especially, the present five 
months' interval is apt to bring relapse 
as well as discontinuity, and much has 
to be made up at the beginning of each 
session before progress can be resumed. 
In Medicine, the materials for work are 
mainly available in the University- 
buildings, where attendance is accor- 
dingly required of students during the 
greater part of the year. This does not 
apply to the literary departments and to 
some branches of scientific work, al- 
though it must be obvious that the best 
use cannot be made under present con- 
ditions of our expensively equipped lab- 
oratories- 

The existing practice of the Univer- 
sity was based on Scotish models, to 
meet essentially similar conditions. But 



things are changing now in Canada as 
they have changed in Scotland. When 
students were scattered and in poorer 
circumstances, the session had to Ibe 
concentrated so as to avoid journeys 
and leave time for earning money in the 
summer. With the improvement of 
means of communication and tfhe more 
general diffusion of prosperity it is be- 
ginning to be felt that tfte interests of 
the majority are in danger of being 
sacrificed to the need of a few. It is 
to be feared that under present condi- 
tions the more able st'udents suffer from 
the disproportion* between the time 
devoted to direct instruction and that 
available for independent work and 
thought. It seems that the cure may be 
best sought in a direction which will 
provide some increases of free time 
during term, while students still remain 
under the supervision of their teachers- 
It is admitted that for honour students 
individual work is highly beneficial; but 
such work is always best done under 
sunervision of some kind. 

The next consideration is the general 
policy in the Administration of t'he Uni- 
versity. Some point out that in Arts 
many students have already been lost in 
consequence of the recent increase of 
fees, and with the additional cost of 
living in such an expensive centre as 
Montreal, which an extension of the 
session would involve, the number of 
students in Arts might be expected to 
decrease still further. Some hold that 
the increase of fees has already turned 
away most of those who are compelled 
to choose the cheapest and shortest 
Arts' course. Moreover, other universi- 
ties, where the long session from Sep- 
tember to June is in vogue, succeed in 
attracting even the class of students 
who have to do something to earn their 
own living during the period of atten- 
dance. McGill does not wish to become a 
centre only for the rich, but remedy 
may be found in the offer of additional 
Exhibitions and Scholarships, tenable 
not for one year only, but for the whole 
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period of study, provided a satisfactory 
standard of scholarship is maintained. 

But — to speak again of the Arts' Fa- 
culty — something will certainly have 
to be done, to increase and exhance its 
present attractiveness, especially to 
those at a distance from Montreal- Al- 
most the only guide to persons in mak- 
ing comparisons between various insti- 
tutions for an Arts' course must be the 
personal reputation and strength of the 
teaching staff. In this aspect it may be 
emphatically stated that McGill has nev- 
er needed to anolo^ize for the poverty 
of the Arts' Department. It is true that 
we are somewhat heavily handicapped 
in competition with Toronto. Kingston 
and Dalhousie, from the fact that Mc- 
Gill is more isolated amid the rising 
tide of French population, and that it 
is situated in a centre where the cost 
of living is perhaps some thirty per 

cent, higher than elsewhere. But we 
may confidently rely upon the increased 

recognition which comes from greater 

efficiency of teaching and equipment. 

and such efficiency ought to be secured 

at every cost. 

It has been roundly stated that the 
interests of the theological colleges ab 
solutely forbid any extension of the 
session, ^et, if a fair inference may be 
drawn from the case of the Presbyter- 
ian College, the students themselves do 
not seem to be unduly influenced by 
such apprehensions. 

The objection has been taken that an 
extension of the session would curtail 
opportunities for investigation and re- 
seach in Science and in Literature, and 
would consequently depreciate the value 
and attractions of the McGill professor- 
iate. What is needed, however, is not 
so much more lecturing in the aggregate 
as a wider distribution of the amount 
of teaching. An obvious result will be 
more free rime during the term itself, 
when the professor can follow his pri- 
vate work, to some extent at least, con- 
currently with his teaching. Moreover, 
such increases to the staff as have tak- 
en place in recent years, and as may 



reasonably be expected to continue in 
the future, should go far to secure to 
individuals the necessary freedom for 
that research and investigation on which 
the reputation of the University so 
largely depends. Many of the most im- 
portant considerations relating to the 
interests of the nrofessors, and of the 
University in every way, are largeily 
questions of finance. Friends of the 
University too often speak as though 
some personal responsibility for exist- 
ing conditions lay at the doors of the 
Administration. It should be clearly un- 
derstood that one element of goexi gov- 
ernment is that expenditure cannot be 
incurred where the available funds are 
not sufficient to justify it. 

Until such time as a fully extended 
session might be made practicable, 
many preliminary steps might be taken 
in the way of more extensive and more 
fully organized summer classes, such as 
have been carried on with great success 
in many universities. This would, how 
ever, be only a transition stage- The 
best return in the way of efficiency that 
can be secured would seem to be to 
extend the session (specially in Arts) 
so that, with a break at Christmas and 
Easter, it should go on continuously 
from the end of September to the mid- 
dle of June. Probably by the time 
such an important step has come to be 
within the reach of practical politics, 
thos*; additions may have been made to 
the equipment of the University which 
the Committee of the Corporation in 
its report desiderates as necessary for 
such action as is now recommended.

If the So- 
phomores wish for some gathering 
they might have a big banquet as is 
done in so many American Colleges.

I— Prof Nobbs 

To McGill Students of the present 
day the advent of a new architecture 
professor must be particularly inter- 
esting; for Canada, having passekl 
through the first stage of a nation's 
growth, the struggle for existence in 
which only the bare necessities of life 



can be had. is now emerging into a 
period of immense progress in all 
branches of civilization. Crafts she 
had in the first stage: Arts, hereto- 
fore neglected, are now coining rapid- 
ly to the front, and their develop- 
ment is phenomenal since they must 
catch up with the handicap gained 
in the past by crafts. Therefore the 
Outlook has secured for its readers 
some account of the previous train- 
ing of a man who is to hell) to mould 
the artistic tendencies of the nation. 
Professor Nobbs is a Scotchman by 
birth, but a Cosmopolitan by up- 
bringing; his childhood was passed 




; 1 1 Russia at St. Petersburg, and his 
experiences with the Russian climate 
no doubt make him more readily able 
to deal with the architectural pro- 
blems arising from the Canadian 
summer and winter. Later he re- 
turned to Edinburgh, and there was 
trained as an architect. His studies 
were continued through several pro- 
longed trips to the continent, where 
Mr. Nobbs got to know such homes 
of architecture as Italy and Ger- 
many. 

On coming home to set up practice 
as an architect, our new Professor, 
not content with having already been 
a denizen of two capitals, settled in 
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London, and it was there that Prin- 
cipal Peterson captured him for us. 

That Montrealers other than Mc- 
Gillites have a high opinion of Mr. 
Xobbs' powers may be seen from the 
fact that he has been chosen as a 
judge in the competition for plans 
for the new Infectious Diseases' Hos- 
pital at Point St. Charles. 

It is not only for his work that Mr. 
Xobbs will become known, for lie is 



a crack fencer, and an amateur actor 
of experience and ability. 

The Students of McGill, then, 
heartily welcome Professor Nobbs 
both as a teacher and as an addition 
to the personnel of the University. 
Let us hope that the architectural de- 
partment of McGill will soon be as 
far farmed as the sister departments 
in the University.

On their side the Seniofs have been 
undergoing a vigorous course of 
training— total abstinence from Mont- 
real water and thirteen hours' sleep 
being among the principal features. 

Captain Taylor, when interviewed, 
is reported to have said: "I have not 
the slightest fear as to the result of 
the game. Either the Seniors or the 
Sophomores will win the match and 
bear off in triumph the Wood Cup. 
Time will show. ,, 

As many unusually spectacular fig- 
ures are expected to appear, the at- 
tendance should be enormous. No 
admittance fee will be charged, nor, 
as was rumoured, will a collection be 
made, so that any spectator may be 
sure "of getting his money's worth."

A very interesting and eagerly 
contested game was played Saturday 
morning, when the prospective first 
team met and defeated the prospec- 
tive second team. It is certainly not 
too much to say that in many fea- 
tures this match far outclassed some 
of the regular championship games 
which it has been our privilege to 
see. From start to finish there was 
a splendid exhibition of first-class 
Rugby. Many good runs and tackles 
were made, which elicited hearty ap- 
plause from the stands. 

It is certainly gratifying to know 
that the first team can defeat the 
second by a fairly large score, but it 
is no less gratifying to notice the 
strong opposition and plucky resis- 
tance which the second team can dis- 
play. The half-backs of the latter 
played exceptionally well. Their 
combination runs more than once 
completely puzzled the opposite side. 

We may well feel confident with 
such teams that if the two champion- 
ships are not landed they will have 
been lost only by the closest margin, 
and after the most fiercely contested 
struggle. 

It must be a source of regret to all 
McGill men that Bishop's College 
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has found it necessary to default the 
return match in Montreal. Last 
year the Lennoxville team withdrew 
from the Quebec Rugby Union to en- 
ter the Intercollegiate. Two very 
pleasant games were played on home 
and home grounds, after which it 
was mutually agreed that no other 
Union was so satisfactory or so con- 
ducive to good feeling. We sincerely 
hope that Bishop's College will find 
it possible to remain in the League 
for many years to come. 

Captain Wurtele of the Second 
Team has most unfortunately been 
forced to abandon the game. His 
successor has not yet been appointed. 



FENCING CLUB ORGANIZED. 
Largely Attended Meeting gives 
Promise of Snccess. 

The meeting- to organize a Fencing 
Club, which took place in the Gym- 
nasium on Thursday last, taxed the 
capacities of that venerable building 
to the uttermost. 

The chair was taken by Dr. Tait 
McKenzie, who explained briefly the 
purposes of the meeting. 

It was proposed, he said, to form a 
Club, open to both McGill Students 
and Graduates. Meetings would be 
held in the Gymnasium twice ;i week 
or oftener, according to the number 
of members. 

The men would be first instructed 
in the simpler movements by squads, 
and when efficiency had been ob- 
tained in the elements, individual 
lessons for each member would be 
arranged for. It would be necessary 
for each member to provide himself 
with a foil and glove; other things, 
as masks, fencing .mats, etc., would 
be supplied by the Club. The sub- 
scription fee would depend upon the 
number of members enrolled, and it 
had been suggested to place it at $3.00 
for Students and $0.00 for Graduates. 
The times of the meetings would be 



arranged to suit the different Classes 
of members. 

Dr. Tait McKenzie then introduced 
Prof. Nobbs, Prof. Capper's successor 
in the Department of Architecture, 
who is an enthusiastic fencer. 

Prof. Nobbs spoke of the pleasures 
of fencing, and of its advantages 
over other sports. It was the only 
sport that did not have to give way 
to age. Men of every age could 
practice it, and a youth with all the 
spirit and activity he could muster 
was often no match for his grand- 
father. Dexterity and cunning were 
only acquired by long years of prac- 
tice, but when once obtained they 
never departed, and a man who had 
once learnt to fence might go on 
fencing to his death.bed. 

Dr. Walter, the well-known pro- 
fessor of French, then regaled the 
meeting with an amusing account 
of how he had come to take up fenc- 
ing. 

The election of officers was then 
held and resulted as follows: —

Over thirty names of those willing 
to join the Club were taken. 

The Committee will proceed at once 
to make all necessary arrangements, 
draw up a Constitution, etc. The 
results of their labours will be an- 
nounced ;it :\ meeting to be held 
early this week', and by next week 
the McGill Fencing Club is expected 
to be in full swing.

OTTAWA JOINS THE INTER- 
UNIVERSITY DEBATING 
LEAGUE. 

The Inter-University Debating League 
is happy to announce officially the ad- 
mission of the University of Ottawa to 
its membership. 

At the Annual Meeting of Execu- 
tive of the I. U. D. L., held at Kingston 
two weeks ago, it was unanimously de- 
cided that the admission of Ottawa 
would strengthen the League and rid it 
of the troublesome bye of the first 
round, which in a league of three gives 
such an advantage to the champion of 
the preceding year. Thus, Queen's win- 
ning the championship two years ago, 
met the winner of the preliminary de- 
bate last year; and, as it won, it would 
have debated only once this year had 
not the membership been increased, and 
so it migrht have gone on eternally. 

Now, however, every University has 
an equal chance of winning. In the fall 
term two preliminary debates will |be 
held and the winners of these shall 
meet for the final championship in the 
spring term. 

This year Ottawa comes to McGill and 
Queen's goes to 'Varsity. Should McGill 
win. she will have to fight 'Varsity at 
home or go to Queen's for the final 
contest. 

We believe McGill has made a 
step in the right direction by heartily 
accepting Ottawa- One of the main ob- 
jects of the League is to foster inter- 
course between the students of Canada. 
So far, we have had but few occasions 
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of meeting the Ottawa boys, and then 
it was not on our own grounds. 

Vague rumours of Ottawa being ad- 
mitted into the Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Union have been floating around 
for some time and the Literary is cer- 
tainly to be congratulated on bringing 
about a closer union between the two 
Universities. It always did seem a pity 
that the capital of Canada should remain 
outside the pale of Int'er-University 
Unions. 

The subject and debaters for the 
coming event (Nov. 27) will be an- 
nounced later. 



UNDERGRADUATES' LITERARY 
SOCIETY. 

A very good-sized audience attended 
the Regular Meeting of the above So- 
ciety, which was held on Friday even- 
ing, Oct. 30, in the Law building. 

Instead of the customary debate, the 
programme committee had arranged to 
have short speeches on various subjects 
and it may be said, without hesitation, 
that the experiment proved a decided 
success. 

The first item on the programme was 
a reading entitled: "Meeting Moments/' 
by G. W. Mingie, '04. C A. Adams, '05, 
who followed in a short speech on the 
"Rules of Debate, " gave some advice 
which might be followed profitably by 
debaters. Mr. Colgrove, the next speak- 
er, made a strong plea in favour of 
extending the College Session and was 
followed by W. W. Robinson, '05, who 
gave a humorous reading on English 
history, which was greatly appreciated. 
The next speech dealt with the burning 
topic of the day, viz: The "Alaskan 
Boundary Award.'' J. McN. For- 
bes, Sci. "06, gave a detailed account of 
the history of the dispute and, in con- 
cluding his remarks, maintained that 
Lord Alverstone had not been influenc- 
ed in his decision by Britain's friend- 
ship for the United States. This latter 
statement elicited a reply from R. L. 
Calder, Law '06, who delivered what 
was unanimously admitted to be the

best speech of the evening. R- P- Wal- 
lace, Law '05i the last speaker on the 
list, delivered a strong speech on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, looking at the 
project evidently from a Liberal stand- 
point- Dr. Leacock then gave his cri- 
ticism of the various speakers, and con- 
gratulated the Literary on having so 
much first-class material available for 
the Inter-University Debate with Otta- 
wa. Professor Coldwell, who was pre- 
sent, spoke a few well-chosen and grace- 
ful words when some one asked for 
a few remarks from him and he prom- 
ised the Society to act some evening as 
critic.

PROFESSOR EMERTON'S 
LECTURE. 

The Historical Club announces that 
Professor Emerton, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, will lecture in the theatre of 
the Physics' building on Saturday, 
the 7th inst, at 5 o'clock.

Professor Emerton is 
one of the most eminent historians 
on this continent, and has written 
the best biography of Erasmus which 
there is in any language.

Admission will be free and 
without ticket. It is hoped that 
those who attend will come a few 
minutes before five, in order that the 
doors may be closed after the lecture 
begins.

McGILL MEN ADDRESS THE 
MINING INSTITUTE 

Dr. Porter and Mr. Hall Speak on 
Mining Subjects. 

The first meeting of the mining 
section of the Canadian Society of 



Civil Engineers was held last Thurs, 
day evening at the Society's rooms, 
Dorchester street. 

Dr. J. B. Porter, the chairman, 
began his inaugural address by re- 
gretting the unavoidable absence of 
Mr. G. H. Duggan, the president of 
the section. Five other ineetimga 
would, it was expected, be held 
during the winter by the mining 
section of the society, and it was 
hoped that every member should 
come prepared to contribute to the 
discussions. It was perhaps possible 
that the system in vogue among some 
of the larger societies might be adopt- 
ed, and abstracts of the leading 
1 ('clinical papers published on mining 
matters might be prepared by the 
section for the use of its members. 
In this connection Dr. Toiler men- 
tioned the full catalogue he has had 
made for the use of the McGill stu- 
dents of the books and publications 
on mining and metallurgy in the Li- 
braries at McGill and the Canadian 
Society of Civil Engineers, and of 
some private individuals, and offered 
the use of it to the members of the 
section. He also expressed the hope 
that it might be possible to secure 
the affiliation with the Society of 
the Students' Societies of the Uni- 
versities of Canada, an aim which 
would be greatly helped by holding 
students' meetings and the offering 
of prizes for their work. 

He then passed on to consider 
some of the recent developments in 
mining. He referred first of all to 
the progress made in scientific valua- 
tion of mines. The difficulty of 
even the most honest and competent 
engineer making a trustworthy valu- 
ation has led in the past to careless- 
ness, but systematic efforts were now 
being made to remove the reproach 
from the profession in this matter, 
and the leading experts of the Eng- 
lish-Speaking world were making 
public their methods and trying to* 
devise schemes that would minimize 
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errors. A paper will be read on this 
by one of the most experienced en- 
gineers of Canada. 

Scientific Geology is being more 
and more practically applied to 
mining and a real Science of ore de-f 
posits is rapidly growing up. Its 
effects are visible in the prospecting 
and even the laying out of new 
mines. 

Dr. Porter then passed in review 
the contest between compressed air 
and electricity for use in minin-g 
machinery. Electricity had made a 
permanent place for itself in some of 
the rock drills and for coal cutting 
under certain conditions, but in the 
latter case it causes more dust than 
the old-fashioned machinery. For 
some purposes electric pumps were 
most useful underground, but in fiery 
mines careful engineers will not al- 
low the use of electricity below the 
surface. For haulage, moreover, com- 
pressed air engines seem more con- 
venient and are holding their own. 

The great anthracite strike has 
yielded some valuable results to en- 
gineers in the statistics of the cost 
of pumping out flooded mines under 
different conditions, but the effect of 
the apparent victory of the labour 
unions has made itself felt on the 
work of the miners. Since the award 
of the commission, there have been 
constant reports of the decreasing 
efficiency of the labour. This, to a 
certain extent, is what might tiave. 
been expected, but unless matters 
change for the better, the situation 
will soon become as disheartening 
to the friends of labour ,as it is to 
the employers. 

In metallurgy. the greatest ad- 
vance of recent years has been in 
the development and commercial ap- 
plication of electricity to smelting 
and chemical metallurgical problems, 
and Dr. Stansfield will ^ive a lecture 
on this subject, illustrated by two 
or three electric furnaces in actual 
work. 



Metallurgy has also made great 
improvements in the different alloys 
of iron that are classed together as 
steel, and there have been many ad. 
vances made in the study and prac- 
tice of ore dressing. On the lattei* 
subject Mr. Porter hopes to give a 
special lecture in the spring, and to 
present the results of two years' 
work at McGill, Two other matters 
that will come before the section are 
the Elmore process for concentrating 
metal, and the cyaniding process, 
which has, of late, been largely 
adopted in plants for the treatment 
of low grade ores. 

Certain points in Dr. Porters ad- 
dress were discussed by members 
and then Mr. Oliver Hall read a pa- 
per on the Elmore process for con- 
centrating ores by the use of oil. Mr. 
Hall first dealt with the subject 
from an historical standpoint, and 
then told of the recent development 
of the process. 

There was a discussion afterwards 
as to the applicability of the system 
to certain ores in Canada, notably 
those in Rossland, B.C. 

NEW BOOKS IN THE LIBRARY. 

During the session of 1902-1003, 
many books were added to the differ, 
ejit departments of the University 
Library, as has already been noted 
in these columns. Since the close of 
last session new books have been 
constantly received, and with the' 
opening of the present session, stu- 
dents have had access to editions 
hitherto impossible. 

In each department new books have 
been added, and the periodicals have 
been increased or continued to date. 
To indicate a few of the most valu- 
able, it may be mentioned that the 
English Department now contains the 
Fuller Worthies' and the Chert sey 
Worthies' Libraries. The works on 
ore deposits, too, are increased, 
while those regarding France are 
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particularly valuable. The Archer 
M. Huntingdon reprints from the de 
Viune press, of which the Library 
has about twelve volumes, will prove 
Interesting to students of manu- 
scripts. About twenty volumes of the 
Scottish Text Society publications 
arc on the shelves, and nearly three 
hundred volumes of historical tracts, 
the gift of Mrs. Redpath, have been 
received. The periodicals and maga- 
zines already in the Library have 
been added to, and also, such sets 
as the Jewish Quarterly, the Ameri- 
can Journal of Psychology, Punch 
(20 vols.) and the Frazer's Magazine. 
La Grande Encyclopedic, a valuable 
work of reference of thirty-one vol- 
umes, has also been catalogued. 

This statement may give those who 
use the Library a clearer idea of 
what may be found upon the shelves, 
though no attempt has been made to 
give anything like a complete list of 
books added during the past six 
months. 



MISSION WORK IN INDIA. 

In sending Mr. George Irving to the 
mission field of India, McGill is follow- 
ing the example of many of her sister 
colleges. Across the border Harvard 
suoports Mr. E- C. Carter in India and 
Princeton a representative among the 
students in Tokio. Yale ?s also sending 
a man out this year, while many other 
colleges, including several in Canada, 
are contributing largely to the work. 

Calcutta, where Mr. Irving's work is 
to be carried on, contains many of the 
higher casts of natives, and it is by in- 
fluencing these, who are more intellec- 
tual than their fellows, that it is hoped 
to spread Christianity and civilization 
to the many millions of India. This 
city alone has over 1,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. Over 10,000 of these are students 
studying in the colleges to enter the civ- 
il service and other government posi- 
tions, which are open for them. There 
are also 20,000 boys under 15 years of 



age, who are learning to read and write 
the English language. 

Amon*? these non-Christian young 
men there is, at present, only one white 
secretary at work. 

The work is greatly varied. Besides 
religious studies, educational, physical 
culture and every means that is con- 
sistent with the end in view is brought 
to bear to influence these young stu- 
dents. One of the hardest parts of the 
work is to overcome the superstitions 
arising from their religions. 

The objects of these secretaries 
among the students is rather to train 
up a band of personal workers who will 
themselves further the work among 
their fellow-students than to devote 
time to enlarged and extensive opera- 
tions. 

Already the same work is being car- 
ried on in Madras, where they have a 
$70,000 building situated in the centre 
of the college district. 

It is to do such work that McGill is 
sending one of its ablest of graduates, 
and although he will be greatly missed 
from his nlace as secretary here, he will 
devote his life to exactly the same work 
among our fellow students of India. He 
should have the strongest support the 
College can give him. Already the 
students have responded splendidly to 
the call for his snnoort and over $400 
has been subscribed with the promise 
of more to come. 



LONGUEUIL — BY ONE WHO 
KNOWS. 

How it came about that fourscore 
men, representing all Faculties and 
Years, assembled Saturday evening 
at Longueuil Ferry — no one exactly 
knows. After rambling along the 
water front for some time, the sug- 
gestion was made of seeing the 
beauties of Montreal from the oppo- 
site shore. Moved by the aesthetic 
.idea, the whole outfit embarked at 
8.15 p.m., and after a pleasant journey 
of some few minutes, arrived at the 
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now famous town of Longueuil. On 
landing, a son of France kindly of- 
fered us the use of a large warm 
room and a grand piano at the Terra- 
pin Hotel. This offer was gratefully 
accepted, and half a hundred men 
were soon packed into his thirst par- 
lour, where the host's health was 
drunk deeply and truly, in fact so 
deeply that all remuneration was 
forgotten by all save "mine host." 
The grand piano room was next vis- 
ited and music of the most ravishing 
description was indulged in, until 
everybody was overcome with the 
desire to possess a souvenir of so 
pleasant an evening. The supply of 
sweet articles failing, all hands va- 
cated the premises and massed in 
front of the town pump and sheriff's 
office. The police force was asked 
for a speech. His genial face lit up 
with a knowing grin, which kept 
spreading, until the sound of frac- 
tured glass was heard. This had the 
instantaneous effect of curtailing his 
humourous expression; and speedily 
retiring into the municipal head- 
quarters he gave vent to his feelings 
by tugging at the town bell. This 
seems to have been a revival of the 
ancient custom of two or three cent- 
uries back, when the announcement 
of hostile Indian attacks was left to 
the metallic tongue of the bell. This 
had the effect of attracting the whole 
male population from 21 years old 
and upwards, to the town hall, where 
implements known as "bellys" were 
served out to the crowd. The supply 
falling short, several cords of wood 
were brought into requisition, and 
the unholy gang awaited the return 
of the innocent marauders. They 
had not long to wait, and their 
greeting was striking and sudden. 
Being too full for words, they assailed 
us with blocks of macadamized road, 
which our geologists claim to be a 
kind of ''trap" seldom met with. 
Their supply of missiles, or rather 
Mttles, seemed to be unlimited, and 



we withdrew towards the boat, sur- 
rounded on three sides by a howling 
mob. The night air was thick with 
etones going in both directions, for 
we had adopted our opponents' tact- 
ics by this time.

Slowly we stemmed the current and 
reached the welcome wharf. Here 
we solemnly disembarked and march- 
ed up town to the astonishment and 
delight of the citizens. In our sleep, 
a few hours later, we fought out the 
struggle with renewed activity.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 

From the Files of the "McGill 
Gazette" 1873.

Oblige me by referring to the Files. 

Every question man can raise. 

Every phrase of every phase. 

Of that question is on record in the Files. 

So writes Mr. Kipling in one of his 
latest poems. 

Let us follow his suggestion and turn 
back our own files, back to their begin- 
ning thirty years ago. 

It is just thirty years ago that the first 
college paper was issued at McGill. The 
first number of the McGill Gazette ap- 
peared on October 1st, 1873, and was 
followed by regular monthly issues 
thereafter. 

On the Editorial Committee for that 
year we find the names of Eugene La- 
fieur '74, G. H. Chandler, '75. E- M 
Taylor '74, J. S. McLennan '74, and 
Stuart Jenkins '76. 

What were the students doing thirty 



years ago? Turning to the Gazette for 
November 1st, 1873, we find that on 
October 31st the At'hletic Meeting was 
held. The 100 yards was run in 11 4-5 
seconds, the Quarter in 59 3-4. Thomas 
threw the 16. lb hammer 60 feet 9 in- 
ches. Among the events were a steeple- 
chase, a three-legged race, and the 
standing broad jump. 

After the sports were over, everyone 
adjourned to the Molson Hall, where 
the prizes were presented. The Chan- 
cellor. Judge Dey, made a short address 
expressing the hope that the sports 
might be made an annual event. 

A few days earlier we see a meeting 
of the Literary Society reported. Mr. 
C. P. Davidson, the president, was in. 
the chair. 

The idea of a Rifle Club at McGill 
is not altogether a now one- On Oc- 
tober 25th, 1873, uniforms were issued 
to two student companies which had 
just been formed and were attached to 
the "Prince of Wales Fusileers." 

Even in the good old days of '73, how- 
ever, the undergraduates had their trou- 
bles. How touching is the following, 
from an editorial complaining that the 
public are admitted too freely to the 
grounds : 'On the football ground will 
be discovered some fifty or sixty school- 
boys playing a game of their own, in- 
variably interrupting the students. The 
observer, by shutting his eyes, could 
readily fancy himself in Pandemonium, 
on account of the fearful yells and 
screams with which the youngsters ac- 
company their exertions. " 

The Freshman, who has long looked 
forward to the shady avenues at the 
University, the places where he shall 
stroll and muse, his Plato in his hand 
(how the breed has changed!) finds in 
reality — what? — *'A11 over the grounds 
some fifty nurses with their infantile 
charges — the nurses in all dialects from 
patois to Erse comment on his appear- 
ance as if he were an intruder and their 
infantile charges redouble their efforts, 
in which they succeed perfectly "to 
make the day hideous with thejr 
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hdwlings." In desperation he turns 
into the path along the brook. "He 
finds a quiet sf>ot where his mind 
is refreshed by the rustic beauty 
of the scene" but "his atten- 
tion is called iback to earth by a titter 
and before him he sees a bevy of board- 
ing-school misses". .. .This is a crown- 
irg trial. He can endure no longer, he J 
breaks down and "with averted face 
rushes past them home to his lodg- 
ings." 

And this is what we find in the files.

Henry Fielding, who was a Jour- 
nalist, lawyer, dramatist, novelist, and 
always a humourist, sot out to satirize 
the abuses of his time, "To expose 
some of the most glaring evils, as 
well public as private, which at pre.

right, keenly observant, he satirised 
the law and lawyers of his time. 
His contempt ami scorn are crystal- 
tzed in the character of Jonathan 
Thrasher, who, says Fielding '"had too 
great an honour for truth to suspect 
that right ever appeared in sordid ap- 
parel. Nor did he ever sully his sub- 
lime notions of that virtue, by unit- 
ing them with the mean Ideas of po- 
verty and distress." 

A ease of assault is brought be- 
fore him. The defendant, a very 
small ratgged man (who is really in- 



nocent, but has been arrested as a 
result of the plaintiff's clamorous de- 
nunciation) shows many signs of the 
strength of the accuser, who is a 
uivat cowardly brute.

The Commandant and military instructors are all officers 
on the active list of the Imperial army, lent for the purpose 
and in addition there is a complete staff of professorsfor 
the civil subjects which form such a large proportion of the 
College course. 

Whilst the C liege is organized on a strictlv militarv basis 
the cadets receive in addition to their military studies a 
thoroughly practical, scientific and sound training i n all/ 
subjects that are essential to a high and gener a rmodem' 
education. 

The course in mathematics is very complete and a 
thorough grounding is given in the subjects of Civil 
Engineering, Civil and Hvdrographic Surveying, Phvsics 
Chemistry, French and English, ' &, rujnow, 

The object of the College course is thus to give the cadets 
a training which shall thoroughly equip them for either 
a military or civil career. 

The strict discipline maintained at the College is one of 
the most valuable features of the system. As a result of it 
young men acquire habits of obedience and self-control and 
consequently of self-reliance and command, as well as 
experience in controlling and handling their fellows
